this simply meant that the offence 
was committed in some place and 
jn such ,circumstances as would 
enable the King’s Courts to take 
cognisance of the crime. " The 
punishment for piracy, theAttomey 
General went on to say,” used to 
be death but now the penalty was 
the same as for robbery on land. 
Mr. Kemp said the case was. 
rather a complicated one, ‘there. 
being about 24 witnesses and over 
50 exhibits. . The ship concerned 
was the “ Ka Nzo,” asmall Chinese 


and a place north of it called 
Chinchow. On December 5 the 
“Ka Ngo” left Amoy for Chine 
chow carrying about 400 pas- 
sengers, some of whom .were 
returning from Java and Singapore 
‘to their homes’ in: the province ‘of, 
Fukien while others were pig deal- 
ers who usually travel on this route. 
When the “Ka Ngo” was about 45 
miles out of Amoy a gang of 
pirates took charge of the ship and 
plundered the passengers. Shots 
were fired but as faras was known 
nobody was hurt. The pirates 
had the sbip: steered southward 
along the coast and on the morning 
of December 7 junks and sampans 
came out fromthe shore in response 
to shots and took off them and 
their loot.’ The coxswain believed 
that they had .then come 
about 260: miles’ south which 
would bring them somewhere 
near Bias Bay. After the 
pirates had left the coxswain took 
the ship back to Amoy. ’ 
Ten of the passengers who gave 
evidence: at the, Police Court’ 
placed their:lasses at $30,000 but 
it was impossible, Mr. Kemp 
,indicated, to say what the total 
losses were. About half of the 
money taken was in the form of 
Yuan Shiski_— silver ~ dollars, & 
number of which were found in 
the prisoner’s possession, The 
passengers had also a great deal 
of jewellery stdlen from them 
and, some of this was also 
recovered frori the prisoners. 


Describing how the prisoners]. 


came to be arrested Mr. Kemp said 
that two of the men were pointed 
out to a Chinese detective in Yau- 
mati on December 14.
